But wait! The picture isn’t finished. 
‘There’s still another part which the cus- 
tomer, and for that matter, many rail- 
roaders, never see. It flashes on after 
today’s passengers have gone, and ‘it 
ends before tomorrow’s passengers 
arrive. The title changes from “Ser- 
vice” to “Servicing,” but the theme 
song remains the same, and once again 
Precision Performance plays the lead- 
ing role. 

Introduction of the “City of San 
Franciseo;” the “Daylight,” and the 
“Forty-Niner” found the Motive Power 
Department, officials confronted with 
many new maintenance problems. ‘To 
take care of this new type of train and 
insure its always being ready to depart 
on. time, an organization had to be 
built to handle the maintenance work 
with the greatest possible dispatch. 
This organization had to include men 
skilled in steamheating, air-condition- 
ing, various types of electrical work, 
such as telephones, radios, generators, 
motors and electrical refrigeration, as 
well as the latest type of brake equip- 
ment and sutomatic train control; and, 
for the “City of San Francisco,” a thor- 
ough knowledge of Diesel engines. 


“Daylight” Biggest Job 
Because of their schedule, the ‘Day- 
lights” require the greatest amount of 
attention.. They must ‘be serviced 
every night at San Franciseo ‘and Las

ing and lavatory facilities are cleaned 
and polished by hand, as is chromium 
work and individual ash trays. 

All four surfaces of the double win- 
dows, mirrors and other glasswork are 
cleaned and polished, and ceilings, side- 
walls and even vestibules receive a daily 
share of cleaning, Cleaning of ceilings 
and. waxing of interiors is done at Los 
‘Angeles only, ‘ 

‘These operations completed, supplies 
such as towels, soap, ete., are dis- 
tributed, and. headrest covers replaced. 


From Stem to Stern 

While cleaning is going on inspectors 
check and carefully examine wheels, 
journals, underframe, trueks and brake 
system, following which necossary re- 
pairs and adjustments are made, 
Auxiliary services such as lighting, 
heating, air conditioning and water 
system are tested and adjusted, or re- 
paired as seen fit. This includes clean- 
ing of. air filters in air conditioning 
equipment. Car builders see that doors, 
windows, vestibules and steps are in 
good order. Painters touch up with a 
special quick-drying paint any spots 
seratched or marred enroute. 

At Los Angeles a force of 47 em- 
ployes, all skilled’ in their particular 
line of work, and two foremen prepare 
the “Daylight”; the San Francisco end 
is taken care of by a force of 39.

After a study of terminal facilities 
West Alameda Electric Shops were 
selected for maintaining the train. At 
these shops were long pits over which 
the train could be placed for making 
underneath inspection and performing 
the work pertaining to electrical ap- 
paratus. An electric drop-table was in- 
stalled; power lines for testing air- 
conditioning equipment, charging bat- 
teries, testing automatic train control 
and other apparatus was. added; air, 
water and steam lines for cleaning, and 
fueling facilities were installed. 

In a recent issue of Railway Age 
magazine, E. B, Dailey, engineer of car 
construction in Motive Power Depart- 
ment, gave an interesting account of 
what transpires at the West Alameda 
Shops when the “City of San Fran- 
cisco” rolls in from its 4512-mile round 
trip. Let’s visit the shops with him 
and see what goes on. 


“City of S. F.” Job 


“First the front end of the train is 
placed over the inspection pit and 
underneath inspection made, the pit 
being long enough to accommodate 
approximately one-half of the train,” 
Dailey explains. “When this is com- 
pleted, the train is pulled forward and 
test made of automatic train control 
equipment at the same time Diesel men 
are making tests of individual cylinders 
to determine the condition of pistons, 
valves, injectors, ete. 

“Meanwhile, inspection of under- 
neath equipment of the rear portion of 
the train is being made and car cleaners 
have washed the exterior of the power 
cars. Underneath ‘inspection consists 
of pipefitters going under the train and 
running steam through the train line, 
checking all steam traps. . Also, carmen 
inspect brake rigging, trucks, wheels 
and -underframe.

and great care is taken to preserve the 
attractiveness of the train by keeping 
the yollow and brown exterior in good 
condition, After being washed and 
rinsed the finish is rubbed down to 
bring out the gloss. Traveling at high 
speed across deserts and through dust 
storms has the effect of sandblasting

“When it is found necessary ‘to re-

The truck to be repaired is then trans- 
ferred to the adjoining truck shop.

‘City of San Francisco’ this winter. 

“A district road foreman of engines 
and an electrician, who travel with the 
train, wire us when unusual repairs will 
be required during layover. When nine 
pairs of wheels had to be changed out 
some time ago, this advance informa- 
tion put the shops in readiness so the 
extra big job was handled without de- 
lay. Material for repairs has at times 
been ordered for delivery by airplane, 
and there have been occasions when 
mechanics boarded the train at Sacra~ 
mento to start repair work while the 
train continued to Oakland.” 

Qighty-five employes, including 
coach cleaners, engine wipers, machin- 
ists, clectrical inspectors, oilers, pipers, 
steel mechanics, trackmen, and helpers 
take part in the “City of San Francisco” 
servicing job. In addition, Pullman 
Company has a crew of twelve. 


Care of “Forty-Niner” 

The ‘‘Forty-Niner” is subjected to a 
similar inspection routine at West Oak- 
land yards. Being an all-Pullman 
train, the Pullman Company makes in- 
terior Inspection, and cleans end re- 
pairs all cars except dining and dormi- 
tory cars. Southern Pacific forces ser- 
vice them as well as wash exterior of 
Pullman equipment. Dust is blown out 
of dining and dormitory cars with com- 
pressed sir, carpets are cleaned, en- 
tire interior.is wiped down and, when- 
ever necessary, completely washed. 
An upholsterer checks all vestibule eur- 
tains and window shades, passenger 
car builders make necessary repairs to 
door fixtures and locks, sheet metal 
workers inspect water tanks and fau- 
cets, and’ a qualified expert sees that 
radio equipment is in good order.

“City of San Francisco” is stocked 
with all items of perishable and dry 
stores and linen at Alameda Shops, 
provisions being brought from West 
Oakland Commissary. 

Supplies for the “Forty-Niner” are 
likewise furnished by the West Oakland. 
Commissary, and the stocking of this 
train is the biggest job of all. Supplies 
are transported by hand from the com- 
missary to the train, located about two 
city blocks from the commissary, All 
supplies, inchiding linen are placed 
aboard the Kitchen-Pantry car and 
stowed away in lockers. While about 
half the crew of 17 is engaged in stock- 
ing the train the others begin prepara- 
tion for the first meal out of the ter- 
minal, setting up tables in the dining 
car and making serving tables ready 
with extra silverware and glassware. 

With completion of the Dining Car 
Department’s work, the servicing per- 
formance comes to an end, and once 
again the beautiful trains are ready for 
presentation to a discerning public 
whose comments give evidence of a job 
well done.

It was not without considerable 
planning that this schedule was pro- 
vided. No. 242 leaves El Paso always 
in at least three sections, consequently 
the last section is late on the scheduled 
departure.

There was but one solution: employ 
new men and teach them how to sell 
railroad tickets, and particularly to 
teach them Southern Pacific salesman- 
ship and Southern Pacific manners— 
to serve pleasantly and well. 

First, we wanted young men with 
college education and it was not 50 
difficult to find them. Every one of them 
came to us highly recommended, so that 
their integrity was unquestioned, and 
their moral and social background 
assured. Since the first of these young 
men entered our service, we have had 
no reason for disappointment or appre- 
hension. Classes were conducted for 
their benefit and they quickly gradu- 
ated into the ranks of capable sales 
representatives. 

So Mr. Monahan thought it would 
be interesting to have some of these 
youngsters tell the older men how they 
think the traffic business should be 
conducted, and how they would go 
about increasing sales and improving 
things generally.

ror a number of years Accounting 
Department : offices ‘in: San Fran- 
cisco have conducted :classes dealing 
with certain phases of departmental 
work.

Classes 
developed many intelligent questions 
and interesting discussions, and it was 
evident that the employes not only give 
much thought to the various features 
of their work, but to the company as a 
whole.”

T&NO:s.P. Lines and Terminal Facilities : 
‘Match Those of Our Competitors in Texas Area:

AS in my four previous descriptive 
articles on T&NO territory, this is 
also accompanied by » diagram which 
does ‘not pretend to be geographically 
correct, but merely our railroad from 
an operating viewpoint. 

This article denis with territory in the 
very heart of Texas and will impress 
our friends on the Pacific Lines with the. 
thorough coverage 8. P. makes of all 
large and medium sized cities in this 
most important part of Texas. We do 
not miss one of thom, 

To give 2 rough idea of the territory 
covered, mileage from San Antonio to 
the Louisiana state line is 320 miles, 
from Houston to Denison 338 miles, and 
Houston to Shreveport 232 miles. The 
lower part of this district is perfectly 
level country to a point a few miles 
north of Houston on our main. line 
where it gradually becomes rolling, 
verging on hilly country to the north~ 
ward, At no point is the altitude more 
than 767 fect. Grades and curvatures 
are casy and our roadbed, regardless of 
depressed business conditions of the 
last several years, has been kept in good 
shape and is being constantly improved 
by replacement with heavy rail on the 
lines where the traffic is heavy. This 
feature explains how we are able to 
maintain the fast schedules necessary 
under today’s competitive conditions, 
For instance, no great track improve- 
ment was necessary when in September 
we inaugurated our new streamlined 
“Sunbeam” service of four hours and 


forty-five minutes between Houston 
and Dallas, and, quite a long time 
ago, our overnight freight service be- 
tween Galveston and North Texas. 

Over such a large territory naturally 
there is great diversity of agriculture and 
industry. Rice districts, Eagle Lake to 
Orange; timber and allied industries in 
East Texas; vegetable districts in East 
and North Texas; tomatees, Jackson- 
ville-Livingston; onions in the Dallas 
district; and at Tyler one of the largest. 
rose nursery stock producing districts 
in the world. 

Poultry industry is general through- 
out the entire district, principal ship- 
ping points being between Brenham 
and Austin and Bryan and Waco, one 
of the largest packing plants in the 
United States having an important egg 
and poultry plant at Waco. Dairying 
and allied industries are also important, 
a nationally known milk processing 
plant being located at Waco in com- 
petition with the one at Schulenburg, 
mentioned in previous article, and a 
cheese manufacturing plant at Denison. 


Cotton and Oil Heavy 


Agriculturally, cotton is the most im- 
portant product grown throughout the 
entire district. Industrially, of course, 
the most important item is oil, which is 
produced in vast quantities in the dis- 
tricts between Houston and Orange, 
Mexia and Corsicana, and around 
Tyler, with lesser amounts in other 
sections. In addition to the major

area, mentioned in a previous article, 
just as important are those operated by 
major companies in the Beaumont- 
Port Arthur district, other smaller 
refineries being located at Fort Worth 
and producing sections throughout the 
territory; the Beaumont-Port Arthur 
refineries, as in the case of Houston- 
Galveston-Baytown, being accessible 
to deep water by ship canals and rivers. 

In the Austin-Llano area is located 
an important building stone industry, 
there being vast-deposits of granite and 
other building stones of excellent qual- 
ity and many colors and textures. The 
pink granite of that district is famous 
throughout this country, much of it 
even having been exported. Important 
buildings in New York and Washington 
have been constructed of this material; 
for instance, the Roosevelt’ Memorial 
and Corcoran Art Gallery. That dis- 
trict is also a large producer of lime of 
the best quality, 

Since cotton is grown in such abund- 
ance the attendant industries are im- 
portant, such as manufacturers of cot- 
ton seed oil, lard substitutes and cotton 
seed cake and meal for dairy feed and 
incidentally, cotton linters, used in 
manufacture of cellulose, mattresses, 
ete. and the manufacture of cotton 
goods. There are several cotton mills 
located throughout the territory... Most 
of the manufactured goods are shipped 


to eastern markets and smaller amounts 
tothe Pacific Coast. eet

It follows that any 
Joss of business must be for other than 
reasons of service. 


Keep the Long Haul 


The feature we have heretofore en- 
deavored to impress on our soliciting 
forces and agents on Pacific Lines, and 
it will stand repeating, is that regard- 
less of what appears to be a circuitous 
route to points from the west through 
San Antonio to points on our Austin 
Division, we have exactly the same 
service through Flatonia and Giddings 
to Austin as our short line competitors 
and there is no reason why we should 
lose the haul on any business to the 
Missouri Pacific and MKT for that 
territory, similarly to points on our 
Waco Branch. 

Waco is an important business center 
and is largely used as a stop point for 
partial unloading when final destina- 
tions are Dallas, Fort Worth and other 
points ‘north, and there is no reason 
why we should be short hauled on this 
traffic at San Antonio. Our stopover 
privileges for part unloading have been 
provided to meet nearly all contin- 
gencies, but we note that in many cases 
they are not called to the attention of 
Pacific Coast shippers. Soliciting forces 
should acquaint themselves thoroughly 
with the tariffs covering and also post 
our agents on the Coast so that there 
will be no misunderstanding about this 
important service we offer. 

From the standpoint of Pacific Lines’ 
interest trafficavise, Dallas is the most 
important, city in the district as it pro- 
vides a very large local market as well 
-as being important as a distribution 


“center for perishables. : 
Our deliveries afford identical service 
‘with our competitors and, in case of

Help of Operating Dept. 


Through fast PFE and other tele- 
type passing reports from all territories 
local jobbers and brokers are informed 
of position of their cars, enabling 
brokers to make advance sales on rollers 
or permitting shippers to divert cars 
to other points should the Dallas mar- 
ket be overstocked. Perishables mov- 
ing into Dallas via our system lines may 
be diverted to practically all important 
territories in connection with other 
lines on through rates. 

We are proud of the precision with 
which our operating departments en- 
able us to meet competition to parts of 
this territory, although they must over- 
come the handicap of greater mileage. 
This precision of operation is particu- 
larly noticeable in handling in-and out- 
bound Pacifie Coast tonnage via our

hundred. per cent Cotton ‘Belt - route 
through San Antonio and Corsicana. 
‘As typical, during June’ we received 
1668 loads and 3805 empties from the 
Cotton Belt and delivered 3008 loads 
and 777 empties; during July, 1680 
loads and 1542 empties were received 
and 2216 loads and 882 empties de- 
livered. The average time consumed 
in the transfer of trains to the Cotton 
Belt was eleven minutes and those re- 
ceived from the Cotton Belt, fifteen 
minutes. Our cantaloupe trains using 
the Corsicana gateway averaged only 
eleven minutes in making the transfer 
at Corsicana. 

My next article will deal with our 
facilities and service in Louisiana. But 
in closing this one I want to thank all 
of our soliciting forces and agents on 
the Pacific Lines for the very noticeable 
tendency to observe the cardinal prin- 
ciple that it is revenue we require to 
pay our constantly increased operating 
expenses and not entirely cars, and 
that revenue on a long haul car is fre- 
quently more than that on two or three 
cars where we give up too readily and 
allow our competitors to short haul us. 

The territory under discussion in this 
article is a veritable source of short- 
hauls via El Paso and San Antonio, 
particularly on freight moving to and 
from Pacifie Lines via Ei Paso and San 
Antonio. We have the facilities and 
the service and all that we need is the 
will and ingenuity to have the shipping 
public use them to the fullest extent.
